There were thousands of visitor!^ 
from the proTlnces and a great dlspluy 
WM jMit*. Afviaaldo eotered the hall 
of til* emiTMt rMently occupied by the 
Spaniih local government 

Aguinaldo, who was received with 
sheers and also with cries of "Viva 
▲aterlca" by the large crowd of natives 
Istkla Md outside the ball, read a de- 
CN* coDTenlnt the mes^lier^ wlw In- 
cluded several Spaniards. 

He next read a mepsage eulogizing 
the army and thanking the friendly 
nation which had set the historical ex- 
anple of . liberty and had assisted a 
down-troddea race. 

Continuing. Aguinaldo urgently and 
eloquently exhorted the assembly to 
fellow the noblest principles and In- 
Tohed the splrlU of the "martyred Pil- 
Iplnocs." 

The asMUbly than adjpttmed for tbo 

day. 

A Spanish delegate suggested tbat 
business be resumed in the afternoon, 
but a fllipino objsctsd and accused the 
dpaniard of attemptinc to undermine 
the censtitution. To this the Spaniard 
roflled that he was a sincere republic- 
an and that his only desire was the 
welfare of Ihe country. Thereupon the 
Filipino a;<<^9icif*^ tha procaad- 
tags tsrmirikt«tf. 

During the afternoon many Ameri- 
cans and Europeans arrived and 
Aquinaldo was kept busy receiving 
▼lsU*n indudinf the American con- 
ral. 

The eerrespodeat had a private in- 
terview with Aguinaldo who Is ex- 
tremely unwilling to compromise him- 
self with the natives. He said that a 
majority of the Filipinos had been 
strufglinf tor treodom tor yean, and 
that they now beHsira that objict has 
been ebtained. 

Affuinaldo professed entire Ignor- 
ance of the automony system In 
▼ogv* IB the Brttisb colonies, of pro- 
t«*t«ratM and of Amerlcaa aUte 
autoBiMy. 

He said he was unable to under- 
stand the idea , and only understood 
"absolute iadepeadence." Personally, 
he bdiered a protectorate for the Pbil- 
IpplB* tilaads was aecaigary, bat be 
feared that the people would he dis- 
appointed in this. He had not studied 
political economy and knew nothing 
alMt the TafliMV fama «t goTern- 
meAt 

He Inquired whether Auttralia wm 
an Amerioan colony, and said he had 
nevsr heard of a Malay protectorate. 

Centlauing, the iasurgent leader 
said there wu no need of protection 
tur the Thilippine islands, because the 
Filipinoa wer* able to cope with aay 
aripy. He admitted that be had never 
seen a foreign army, with the excep- 
tions of the garrisoas at Hongkong 
and Singapore, and he hdd B«Tfr seen 
thaae troops on parade.

17.— The United 
States transport Alamo, with troops 
from Ponce, proceeded from auaran- 
tlae to a railroad pier In Jersey City, 
where trains were la waiting to convey 
the returned volunteers to their homes 
to the Dtstrlct af Columbia, Pennsyl- 
vania and nilnels. Thar* wm ooaaid- 
crable delay in getting the atoamer 
alengside the dock. Company A, pro- 
visional battalion of e«clOMi'* '^om 
the First Ulinols voloataers, was 
afMU tb* troops debarjied from the 
▲lamo. This company was the first to 
laad in Porto Rico, going Mhore at 
Ouinaca on July 25, and was the only 
Illinois command that saw service both 
'toXWibaima Porto Ric o.

WMhington, Sept 17. — Secretary Al- 
ger WM the only absentee at the cabi- 
net meeting. Secretary Day tendered 

to the president his resignation as Sec- 
retary of statf- and took leave of his 
cabinet associates. A tekgram from 
General Otis at Manilla was read, 
ahowing that the situation there was 
entirely satisfactory. The instructions 
to the peace commission were gone 
over for the last time and offlcially ap- 
proved. 

Assistant Secretary Moore of the 
state department also tendered bla 

resignation to the president 

Senator Gray, who Is detained in 
Phlladelplila, will not come to Wash- 
ington, as his time will be limited, but 
will go direct from Philadelphia to the 
Campania, upon which the commis- 
stoners will sail. The peace commis- 
sioners have left here for New York. 
The only Important callers at the 
White House were Senator Frye and 
Mr. John W. Foster, who remained 
with the president only a abort time. 

I'aaea Couiu>l**l«nar« Drpait. 

Washington, Sept 17.— The peace 
comlssioners with the exception of 
Senator Gray, who la expected to Join 
the party at Niw York, left Washing- 
ton at 4 p. m. over the Pennsylvania 
railroad without any ceremonies. The 
commissioners were accompanied by a 
eoDSiderable sull of attaches and Ed- 
wird Bavoy, the faithful and trusted 
messenger, who has stood guard at 
the doora of the secretaries and as- 
sistant secretaries of state for many 
years, and who will in Paris still be 
on guard at the doora M tha rooms, 
where the commlaatooara will take op 
their quarters.

Montauk Point, L. I., Sept 17.—

New York, Sept. 17.— R O. Dun & 
r^ompany's weekly review of tradf 
says: Business i.- pa-.^lng well througli 
ihe dUncultief that attend tbe winding 
up of d war, which are generally 
greater than those lavolvad wkila war 
is in progress. 

The rush of orders kept back while 
war lasted, by those who thought it 
ahrewd not la taks any chances, has 
lifted pricM a little and caused a 
larger demand for tbe time than can 
continue, but thought It has passed, 
there Is ample evidence that the con- 
suming demand Is very large. How 
large can only be Judged after after 
some weeks of waiting. 

But once more It looks as If those 
who wait longest are likely to pay 
most. The business of the ( onntry is 
expanding, so that payments through 
clearing houses in tbe second week o<' 
September wwa tiZ par «ant largei 
than in 1892. 

From these and railway returns and 
such trade reports as are Instructive, 
it must be concluded that much more 
business is being done than In tbe 
best of pMt years, though not always 
with much profit. 

Failures for the week, 174 in thw 
United States against 204 last year, 
and 23 in Canada against 40 laat year.

Washington. Sept. 17.— The amount 
of United States 6 per cent bonds la 
sued In aid of the Pacific railroads ma- 
turing Jan. 1 next so far received at 
the treasury for redemption under the 
secretary's offer of Sept. 3, is $473,000. 
The fact that so few of these bonds 
have been sent Is regarded by the 
treasury eflcials m proof that ^bere Is 
no stringency In the money market In 
aay part of tbe country.

WMhington, Sept 17.— The mlllury 
moTements are being directed rapidly 

towards the assembling of a lar>;f 
army in southern stations tor winter 
camps. 

This is preparatory to tbe miliury 
occupation of Cuba aad Porto Rico. 
About 70,000 troops are now located 

in the south, and orders will be Issued 
sending the First Second, Sixth. N'inth 
and Tenth cavalry from Montauk to 
southern statleaa. The Third cavalry 
already bM gone south and the Flrat 
and Second infantry were ordered to 
Annlston and the Eighth and 8lx> 
teenth to HuntsviUo. 

This leaves the s^cvoiith. Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty-fifth infantry, tbe 
^ond volunteer engineera and com- 
panies G and H. Fourth artillery, Bg 
Montauk. Within a day or two thesp 
last remaining tr(xjps will ord. i<vl 
south and Camp Wikoll will be no 
more. 

It is not tbe Intention, however, to 
send the army of occupation to Cuba 
until after the unhealthy seat^ou has 
passed, and meanwhile the troops will 
be put in the best possible condition. 

On account of tbe desire ot tbe war 
department that no chances shall be 
takes In the way of expo.sinc of the 
troops to the daagers of the unhealthy 
season, no impatience Is felt on ac- 
count of the rather slow progrsM of 
the work ci the commlMloB of avao- 
uatlon at Havana. 

Great satisfaction Is expressed at 
the prosres.; being made la Porto Rioo 
and the evacuation is expected to oc- 
cur speedily; but In connection with 
the occupation of Porto Rico, the same 
anxiety as to the health of the army 
is not felt, nor are there similar dif- 
ficulties in connection with establish- 
ing the government, Porto Rico ba> 
coming at once a part at (ha territory 
of the United States. 

In assembling and organizing the 
army for the (Htupatlon of Cuba the 
consideration nt pt>sslble trouble with 
the organiiied insurgenta la not halns 
taken Into Mrlous account. 

The Havana dispaUhcs stating that 
there has developed a strong senti- 
ment in favor of independence and 
opposition to annexation, coupled with 
hostility toward the United States, la 
read .with rather an air of amusemaat 
by oflicials of the administration. 

All the iiitorniation in the posses- 
sion of the war department it is naid, 
indicates the most cordial relations 
and harmony of purpose between tbe 
Cubans and tbe representatlTes of this 
government

Thus it is that McKinley has offered 
the portfolio of war to Henry G. Morse, 
of Wilmington, Del. It is claimed by 
friends of Mr. Morse that the offer was 
made to him yesterday. Investigation 
proves that this is a tact, althongh dented 
in ofllcial quarters. Mr. ^^orse'a name 
does not figure in army chronicles, nor 
has he been prominent in national polit- 
ical matters, so far as noiso goes. But 
Mr. Morse is a big manufacturer and a 
personal friend of the President. 

The original plan to bring about the 
exchange whicli has been thoroughly 
aired, was to transfer Horace A. Porter 
from Paris to London, give John F. Dra- 
per, new Minister to Italy, the French 
Ambassadorship, send Senator McMillan, 
of Michigan, to Rome and then for Gov. 
Pingree, of Michigan, toappoint Secretary 
Alger to the Senate to succeed McMillan. 
Gov. I'ingree is said to be willing to ap- 
point Alger, but the President having 
tendered the I>ondon place to Senator 
Hoar, would appear upon the face of it to 
discredit this general arrangement. It is, 
however, reported here to-night that 
Senator Hoar has declined to accept the 
Ambassadorship, which leaves the way 
open for McKinley to get rid of . Alger. 
The general opinion here is that tlie ten- 
der of the war portfolio to Hoar was 
merely a subterfuge, as be knew that the 
post would not be accepted by the Sena- 
tor from Massachnsetts.

Millirons was the name of a "free nig- 
ger" who, according to the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, once lived in Middle Georgia. 
He was ignorant, but he made a good 
living on land which he rented or owned. 
"Millirons had one peculiarity. He in- 
sisted on planting his cotton, his corn 
and his potatoes in rows running north 
and south. He made such good crops 
that he had the reputation of being a 
hoodoo, or something uncanny." 

But Millirons' supersitlon finds a vin- 
dication in modern science. Progress 
Agricole, discussing the question, "In 
what direction should rows of plants be 
set out?" says that Dr. Wollny, of 
Munich, has investigated this matter, 
and has proved that the best direction 
Is north ami south. "We must, there- 
fore, plant our corn and potatoes along 
meridian lines," says Progres Agricole. 
"The advantages of this may be explained 
thus: Plants aligned north and south re- 
ceive the light during the whole day and 
do not shade each other; whence the 
lighting is more intense, more regular 
anrl more uniform. It is the came with 
heat and humidity, and Dr. Woolny has 
proved, Ui particular for the trenches in 
which potatoes are planted, that in case 
of an east-west orienUtion the sides ex- 
p ised to the north are much colder and 
moister than those on the south. More 
uniform and regular distribution of light, 
heat and moisture— such then, is the re- 
sult of orientatton in north and sooth 
lines." 

That ;i! least looks plausible. Per- 
haps we shall yet liave scientific vindi- 
cation of the people who do their plant- 
ing according to the phases of the moon, 
and of those who insist on sleeping with 
their heads to the north.

The Georgetown, O., News-Democrat 
says while William Fox and Clarence 
Dunn were engaged in digging a well on 
Mr. Fox'a premises, a few days ago, they 
struck a stump about thirty feet below 
the surface.

Hygienic aad Sanitary Rales For tbe Pre 
vention of DiieaM in Piblic 
OikerSelMMlt. 



At the request of a member of the 
Board of Education, we reprint from a 
medical journal the following hygienic 
and sanitary rnles recommended by an 
Eastern Buanl of Health for the pnven- 
tion of disease in schools : 

(1) The daily nae of soap and water 

with a stiff scrubbing brtiph on all wood 
work which comes in contact witti chil- 
dren's hands. 

(2) The Hoor to be kept in perfect re- 
pair ; no open cracks or crevices. It should 
be sprinkled with clean (boiled) water 
daily be tore being swept. Wipe deaks 
witli a damp cloth. 

(3) Lead pencils (there should bo no 
slates) shoald be immersed daily in a 
2 per cent, solation of carbolic add and 
wiped dry. 

(4) Books which have been in contact 
with oommnnicable dhoMM ihoold be 
destroyed by fire, or treakdby expoturt to 
formahUhyile </(/<. 

(5) During vacation open the windows 
and doors and moisten wood work thor- 
ongbly with solution of bichloride of raer- 
oary. 

(6) Individual seats and desks in every 
school. 

(7) A li^'lit and airy cloak room Mid 00 
garments hung in contact. 

(8) To which shonld be added as 
specially important — puie water and in- 
dividual drinking cups.
